Home Depot pays $350,000 to dty

Rutland Town's hip; box has 
proved to be Rutland City’s big 
boon. 

After opening its home 
improvement store in Rutland 
Town last month. Home Depot 
sent Rutland City a $250,000 
check and the city school system 
an additional payment of 
$100,000. 

The Atlanta-based company 
agreed to pay those impact fees 
two years ago in exchange for 
the city's support during the 
store's Act 250 permit review. A 
similar agreement was reached 
with the city school system. 

The company promised to pay 
the Impact Fees once the 133,000- 
squanMboi store and garden cen¬ 
ter opened, which it did July 11 - 

A condition of the Act 25 per¬ 
mit offers Rutland another ben¬ 


efit. Home Depot is in the 
process of building an 840-foot~ 
long sidewalk that will conned to 
the city's walkway on Woodstock 
Avenue. 

The city stands to make a even 
more money from the store in 
the future. 

As a new business connecting 
to the city’s sewer line in Rutland 
Town, the store is subject to extra 
fees, according to City Attorney 
Christoph er Sul li van. 

“As a new business it’s subject 
to the ad valorem fee T " he satd- 

Ad valorem, which is Latin For 
“in proportion io the value," is a 
fee that assesses town businesses 
five times the sewer rate paid by 
city businesses, according to city 
Department of Public Works 
Commissioner Warren Conner. 

In addition, new town busi-

nesses connecting to the dty sewer 
are required to make annual Day¬ 
men Ex equal to 20 percent of their 
property taxes. 

Rutland Town administrative 
assistant Joseph Zingale said 
Home Depot would pay more 
than $100,000 in taxes to die tow n 
each year. That means $20,000 a 
year to the city, or $200,000 Over 
the 10 years the ad valorem fee is 
in effect. 

The extra payments were news 
to Rutland lawyerjames Go®, who 
represents Home Depot, 

"If something like that were to 
happen, we’d have to ask some 
very hard questions," he said. 

Goss said he believed the ad 
valorem fee would only apply if 
Home Depot produced more 


wastewater or used more square 
footage than the site's former ten¬ 
ant, the Rutland Mall. 

And in light of Home Depot's 
recent payments to the city, the 
additional fees seem Overboard, 
he said. 

“There’s a point at which some¬ 
thing changes from being a tax to 
an illegal exaction," he said. "You 
can only go to the well so many 
times" 

But Rutland Mayor John 
Cassarino said if the well ran dry, 
so would the sewer. 

“The point is, we’ve got the 
sewer, 1 " he said. ‘The taxpayers in 
the city and town are paying for 
\L It’s not like we 1 re giving it away" 

“It’s a standard procedure done 
with every new business that comes 
in," Cassannofflid- "Home Depot 
is no different.” 

Zingale said the city has already 
collected hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in fees from the town 


site. 

Before the ad valorem fee was 
adopted in 1985, the Rutland Mall 
paid a $250,000 fee to hook on to 
the city’s line, Zingale said. 

Then, after die ci ty adopted the 
extra fees, the mall paid the five- 
times sewer rate and a percent¬ 
age of its property taxes for 10 
years. 

“The city’s gotten more than 
it’s fair share from that property,” 
Zingale said. 

Meanwhile, city officials are try¬ 
ing to decide hew to spend the 
$250,000 Home Depot sent last 
month. 

While tlie amount of money is 
limited, the list of ideas isn’t. 

Recreation Superintendent 
gay Bishop slid he wouldn't mind 
some money to fix up facilities 
like Rotary Park and Giorgetti 
Park. 

The pool at White Park could 
stand to be resurfaced too. And 


then there’s the athletic programs 
which are always in need of new 
equipment. 

Conner has just one wish — 
and it’s a big one. 

"My one wish is to tear down the 
old deck," he said referring to the

Savery said a lot of nursing 
mothers feel compelled to drop 
the practice when they return to 
work because employers don’t 
allow time to pump milk or leave 
in the middle of the day for feed¬ 
ing* 

Embarrassment and a societal 
emphasis on breasts as sexual 
objects also posed- barriers, 
Savery and others said. 

“'People in our society aren’t 
used to seeing breasts being used 
as a food source,” she said. 

Diane Dressier, a La Lcche 
League leader, said her group 
Eotored new moms on several of 
the basics of breast-feeding — 
including bow to feel comfort¬ 
able En public. 

“1 think a lot of moms, espe¬ 
cially new ones, are nervous 
about it," she said, “It takes get¬ 
ting used to," 

One piece of advice Dressier 
said she gives is to dress for the 
pari. Many stores sell garments 
specially made for nursing moth¬ 
ers, such as dresses with slits cut 
in the side, t-shirts with an over¬ 
lapping flap, nursing bras and 
shawls.

L resurfaced, the play¬ 
ground equipment replaced and 
drainage work needs to be done. 
Vandals have targeted the park 
and surrounding homes, he said 
“Wc really need the commu¬ 
nity to step forward,* Bishop said. 

In fact, neighbors are poised to 
take a more active role. 

Residents Involved in the north¬ 
west chapter of Rutland United 
Neighborhoods—a community 
group dedicated to fighting 
crime — are formulating; Ideas 
for salvaging the park. 

Bishop went to the group's last 
neighborhood meeting, where 
neighbor tossed out ideas for 
fixing the park, va id Julia Quim- 
by-Cohen, a RUN member whose 
home borders Rotary Park. 

"We want to basically take the 
park bark,* she said- 

Neighbors cleaned the park 
on Green Up Day in May, Quimby- 
Cohcn said. Now. they want to at¬ 
tract more people to use the park 
by keeping the area clean, fixing 
the courts and plaving held, and 
introducing walking and bike 
paths around the park, she said, 
Tm sure that some of our

Quarrfhearing draws crowd of opponents

CAVENDISH - Nearly one- 
tenth of the town’s population 
showed up Lit the Town Hall 
Wednesday night fora hearing on 
a proposed quarry operation 
north of Route 1 'M . 

The Town Hal! not bei ng m ade 
for welt over LOO people — some 
of them already fuming — the 
meeting was reconvened at the 
Cavendish Town Elementary 
School, 

There, neighbors of the pro¬ 


posed Glimmersione Quarry and 
other local residents voiced con¬ 
cerns about noisej damage to 
their homes and Hells, and dan¬ 
gerous truck traffic. 

The hearing was held before 
thcSdect Board and the Planning 
Commission, in advance of the 
next day of the Act 250 hearing 
on die quarry on Nov. 6. 

Planning Commissi on 
Chairman Tim Calabrese said the 
purpose of the hearing was to lis¬ 
ten to what residents had to say 
“so that we, as a planning com¬ 


mission, can do our job,’' 

After a number of angry out¬ 
bursts and verbal disagreements, 
Calabrese had to ask the audi¬ 
ence to “keep outbursts to nil, 
please," 

The commission can't actually 
rejected the quarry, Since there 
is no inning in Cavendish, the 
town has to rely solely on the 
state to regulate its development. 
While a uwn plan can provide 
grounds Tor the Act 250 com¬ 
mission to grant or deny an appli- 
t ition, they are most often inten¬ 


tionally v^gue to allow for unfore¬ 
seen circumstances. 

In Cavendish, though, resident 
April Hensel claims the 1098 
town plan docs preclude the 
quarry. 

Hensel, in her work life, is an 
Act 250 district coordinator, but 
her district commission has 
recused itself to avoid potential 
Conllicts of interest. 

Under "tioals and Objectives, 1 * 
Hensel has pointed out, the town 
plan stales that Cavendish wants 
to "maintain the rural character 


of the community,’* characterized 
by many traits, including "the 
lack of objectionable noise.” 

Neighbors said that already 
the unpermitted activities at the 
quarry for construction of a pri¬ 
vate home for McLean’s owners 
have bee n disruptive, as have test 
blasts being done for the appli¬ 
cation. Terry O'Brien, who lives, 
on Tierney Road about 1,500, 
feci from the face already being 
quarried for private use, said the 
noise 3s terrible, even without 
blasting.

The Town Hall not being made 
for well ov er 1(X1 people — some 
of them already fuming — the 
meeting was reconvened ai the 
Cavendish Town Elementary 
School. 

There, neighbors of the pro¬ 


posed Gli nun erst one Quarry and 
other local residents voiced con¬ 
cerns about noise, damage to 
their homes and wells, and dan¬ 
gerous truck traffic 

The hearing was held before 
the Select Board and the Planning 
Commission, in advance of the 
next day of the .Art 250 hearing 
on the quarry on Nlov. 6 . 

Planning Commission 
Chairman Tun Calabrese said the 
purpose of the hearing was to lis¬ 
ten to what residents had to say, 
“so that we, as a planning com¬ 


mission, can do our job." 

After a number of angry out¬ 
bursts and verbal disagreements, 
Calabrese had to ask the audi¬ 
ence to “keep outbursts to nil, 
please." 

The commission can't actually 
rejected the quarry. Since I here 
is no zoning in Cavendish, the 
town has to rely solely on the 
state to regulate its development.

Phil Varney sometimes drives u> ihe 
Diamond Run Mall 10 the proposed site 
of the Rutland Regional Fictdhnuse.just 
to take a look at the land. 

He sees scrub brush, pine trees and 
spiky tufts of hardwood saplings. But the 
president of the field house board of 
directors can see beyond that wooded 
scene. He envisions the future. 

Varney pictures a sports arena, with a 
professional-size ice rink that cart be con¬ 
verted to accommodate other sports dur¬ 
ing Vermont's unforgiving spring. 
Looking further, he secs the possibilities 
of the facility hosting trade shows, con¬ 
certs, conventions and perhaps even high 
school graduations. 

He heads a l4-memher board that 
spans a gamut of professions and lias 
undertaken the mission of designing, 
building and operating an ice rink that 
would replace the outmoded Royce 
Mandigo Arena, The independent group, 
which look over the prqjei i from the 
Rutland Amateur Hockey Association, 
envisions a S3.3 million sports arena as 
something far more than a replacement 
rink, or a facility to simply serve the needs 
of RAHA. 

In the field house, ice would be made 
front June to March, In the spring, a car¬ 
pet could he laid down so lacrosse, soc¬ 
cer, field hockey and even L-boil could be 
played inside. 

The facility would lie home to RAHA. 
the Rutland .Area Figure Skating Club, 


the Castleton State College hockey team 
and possibly even speed skating. It would 
be open tr> public use for non-sports 
related events as well, 

Varney said he believes the project 
tills a more intangible need. He said he 
hopes it will unite the community and 
become a source of civic pride to enhance 
the quality of life for local youth and 
adults, and also attract new families and 
business to the region- 

“1 think this is something that needs to 
happen,” said Varney, business manager 
ofj.P. Carrara Sc Sons. “There's been a 
Lot of talk about the drug problem and 
those kids that are involved with sports 
or after-school activities can't hang on the 
corners and get involved in drugs, There 
is recognition by the comm unit) 1 out 
there. L look at iL and believe that this is 
something they feel needs to he done." 

Rutland is sandwiched by towns 30* 
odd miles to the south and north that 
have built new ice links. Riley Rink at 
Hunter Park in Manchester, ai>d 
Memorial Rink in Middlebury have been 
boons to their communities and sources 
of civic pride. 

Varney and his board point to these 
rinks, as well as the recently built Central 
Vermont Memorial Civic Center in East 
Montpelier, as proof that a project like 
the Rutland Regional Fieldhouse is real¬ 
istic. 

The effort to build a replacement to 
Royce Mandigo has been one of fits and 
starts. As early as 1985, and as recently as 
three years ago, when an elaborate $7 mil- 


lioft twin rink plan was pitched an 
Diamond Run, promoters have floated 
various proposals. Still, Varney and his 
group said they feel positive about the 
planned $3.3 million project. They have 
the necessary Act 25b permit (transfeired 
from RAHA) an agreement with 
Diamond Run, architectural plans diawn 
up by BMA Architects and a contractor 
ill the Quinn Company, both of Rutland. 

The 37,o0fhsquare-lbol field house will 
include a 200 by 85-foot ice surface and 
bleacher seating for 900. with additional 
seating for non-sports events. There will 
be a skate rental shop, changing rooms, 
a kitchen and concession area. Tnc com¬ 
mon areas will he heated, while ceiling- 
mounted radiant heaters will Ik: in smiled 
in the bleacher area. There w ill lx- also 
separate men’s and women's locker 
rooms, 

"They (RAHA) did a great job and 1 
commend them for then hard work, but 
they were doing too many things," said 
Varney, who also sits On the RAHA hoard 
and has been involved with that organi¬ 
zation for about a decade. 

“They were trying to run programs as 
well as fund raise. Wc have a plan and feel 
we'll be able to execute it, ne said. “We 
also feel wc have got id identification of 
needs and a vision dial the community 
will accept this project. Now there arc 
more and different people that are mak¬ 
ing the effort Wc have lawyers and CPAs 
and people that know what Rutland

Rutland Rec real ion and Parks 
Director FJav Bishop was pari of the 
initial plans to build the RRF, but he 
also wanted to build a community 
recreation center To that end, be 
bis been discussing how his needs 
and those of the field house can 
both be met. Bishop had considered 
being a partner and said he still 
might, but be wanted to better 
understand the needs of the recre¬ 
ation department and the commu¬ 
nity it senes. 

“For the immediate time, we are 
at different places," Bishop said. 
"They've done a iot of work and are 
a liide farther down the road- It is 
important that people understand 
the field house vision, albeit an ice- 
skating based and multi-purpose 
facility that satisfies a need. But does 
p satisfy all the other needs in this 
community? It does not satisfy the 
needs of the volley ball people and 
baakelhatl people and program ming 
space. We can 1 ! grow unless we haw 
a facility to grow imo. 

“My project isn’t defined yet," 
Bishop said. "1 don't know if it’s an 
aquatic center or whaL 1 don’t want 
the people to think that the field 
house is the answer to our prayers.

County needs. There are a lot of 
threads that weave: out there and 
we have a fund-raiser on board." 

Beating the drum 

One of the suggestions Vamcy 
and his group pursued was to secure 
someone who couki orchestrate the 
fund-raising effort. The search 
resulted in the hiring of Bonnie 
Quinn, who had experience with 
the Riley Rink in corporate fund- 


raising and has been a successful 
businesswoman. 

"Part of w hat I do is educate peo¬ 
ple about what I'm trying !o do," 
Quinn said, "1 want them to fed con¬ 
fident about what they’re giving 
money to." 

Before taking this job, Quinn ran 
programs at Riley Rink, sold space- 
on the hoard* and came to under¬ 
stand what a facility of its kind can 
do to unite a community. 

“Riley Rink had a huge impart on 
the community because it offers 
desirable ice rime for just about any¬ 
one," Quinn said, “My experience 
in dealing with the community is 
such that we’ve built a facility that 
can meet the needs of anyone at any 


income level. 1 believe the comnui- 
nity really needs this facility and now 
is ihe tame to do it," 

She conceded that $3.3 million 
is a staggering amount of money 
and these are not the best of eco¬ 
nomic rimes. But she said she is con¬ 
fident the capital campaign wilffratte 
close to $2 million from lax- 
deductible donations, with the 
remainder coming from state and 
federal fund ing. RAHA signed over 
$200,000 in donations and pledges 
of $150,000 to the project, plus there 
are pledges secured from board 
members. 

The Rutland Citv Rotary Club 
recently turned over $20,000 it raised 
for the project. 


Quinn said ihis is the “quiet 
phase" of fund-raising as the group 
approaches corporations for spon¬ 
sorship. In return, those companies 
that support the project can receive 
tangible benefits, such as having 
their company name on the facility 
(as in the Feci Center and Pepsi 
Arena), on dasher boards, banners, 
locker rooms or in the concession 
area.

J ury clears 
Ludlow in 
ex-official’s 
court action

WOODSTOCK — A Windsor Coun- 
ty jury has cleared the town of Ludlow 
of any wrongdoing in the resignation of 
its recreation director two years ago. 

But the attorney for Gunther Sihler 
said he planned to appeal the verdict lo 
the Vermont Supreme Court* based on 
the instructions given to the jury abou t 
stale employment law in the case. 

Norman Watts, Sthler's attorney, said 
the eight-person jury only deliberated 
an hour before announcing its decision 
Friday afternoon. 

Fhai, Watts said, was a clear indiea- 
tion that jurors didn’t understand the 
legal issues. “In an hour you can’t even 
review a[] the facts in a case" he said. 

Sihler had resigned his post with Lud¬ 
low in November 2IKIG, but he claimed 
it was an unlawful termination in reali¬ 
ty because former Town Manager Keith 
Arlund made his job impossible. 

Testimony during the four-day trial last 
week in Windsor Superior Court paint¬ 
ed a pirture of a dysfunctional working 
relationship between the two men. 

Under a provision in Vermont law, an 
employee who resigns under pressure 
cm seek restitution. 

“I really think the issue of construc¬ 
tive discharge, where someone is forced 
out of work, is a matter of public policy 
and should be clarified by the Vermont 
Supreme Court,* said Watts, who in his 
Woodstock law practice handles a lot of 
employment cases. 

Watts said he had raised his concerns 
with Superior Court Judge Alan Cook 
about the legal issue during the trial. 

4 Be obviously disagreed* Walts said. 

' W r e are anticipating an appeal,* he 
said, it seemed to me the jury charges 
were biased in favor of the defendant * 
Sihler had sued the town and during 
the trial had asked for *150,000 in com¬ 
pensation, according to interim Town 
Manager Frank HeaTd. 

HeaJd said Saturday that Ludlow 
officials were gratified'by the jury's 
attention and decision. 

“We appreciate the jury’s careful de¬ 
liberation of the facts,* Heald said ' Our 
folks were exonerated.” 

f ieald took over the manager’s seat in 
mid-October after the abrupt resigna¬ 
tion of Arlund this fall.

Teaching seniors to beat winter storms

From hipshattering falls on die 
icc to hear attacks while shoveling 
snow, winter conditions can pose 
many dangers for older residents. 

But preparations and preven¬ 
tion, such as a pre-packed “blizzard 
bag" or a carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tor. can go a long way toward avoid¬ 
ing the potentially deadly conse¬ 
quences of snow, ice and cold. 

This was the message from an 
officer with the Rutland County 
Sheriffs Department who pre¬ 
sented “Winter Survival Tips: Out¬ 
lasting A Power Outage’' to about 
20 people Thursday at the God- 


nick Adult Center, 

CpL Sharen Underwood heads 
Rutland County TRIAD, a part¬ 
nership between senior citizens, 
the SherifFs Department, and 
elderly support agencies that 
addresses crime and safety issues 
for older people. 

She outlined some of the diffi- 
eultie* senior citizens face most 
often in the winter, and oflercd 
suggestions for avoiding them. 

About 700 .Americans die of hy¬ 
pothermia each year, and half of 
them are more than 65 years old, 
Underwood said.

In some cases, ahe said, older 
people grow hypothermic be¬ 
cause they have turned the heat 
down to keepfiie! bills low. Other 
times, they lose their electricity in 
a storm and have no heat at all. 

Underwood oflercd practical 
measures that could help peo¬ 
ple weather a power outage. 

She advised people to assemble 
a blizzard bag of at least two 
uncooked meals and make sure 
dw-v fill their prescriptions before 
a storm. She suggested setting asde 


water for drinking and flushing 
the toilet, and to keep fire extin¬ 
guisher* and carbon monoxide 
detectors throughout the house. 

Thc corporal also mentioned 
that an oul-oF-semce cell phone 
is a handy protection device as it 
can still be used to dial 911- 
She discussed safety on the raid 
as well as in the home. Seventy 
peincen l of untimely winter deaths 
are from car crashes, she said. 

A colored mg will show up bet¬ 
ter than a white one when hung 
from the antenna to indicate dis¬ 
tress, Underwood said. 


If someone is stuck in the car, 
she advised running the engine 
for 10 minutes every hour, or five 
minutes every half-hour, with the 
heater on full. One should not 
sleep because of the danger of 
hypothermia, she said. 

The rorporal recommended 
ihai drivers [jack an automobile 
emergency bag with gloves, blan¬ 
ket, shovel, snacks, jui nper cables, 
matches and other items.

A taxing situation 

Volunteers help senior citizens with annual chore

Scve nty-one-year-old Carol 
Minogue doesn't knob how to 
calculate her earned income 
credit or whether she earns too 
much Social Security to qual¬ 
ify for a federal or slate tax 
refund. 

Fortunately, the Rutland rrs- 
ideni knows where to get those 
answers free of charge. 

Minogue was one of several 
senior citizens who received 
help with their taxes 
Wednesday from a group of 
volunteers dedicated to slog¬ 
ging through complex tax 
forms for people who would 
otherwise need to pay for the 


service. 

*1 used to go to H k R Block, 
but that's expensive and l don't 
do it myself because it's alt over 
my head," said Minogue as she 
watched a volunteer tabulate 
her taxes at the Godnick. 
Center in Rutland. Tin not an 
accountant." 

Neither are most of ihe peo¬ 
ple who are volunleering. 

The free service is sponsored 
by AARP, which offers a 40- 
hour crash course in federal 
and state tax filing, said vol¬ 
unteer coordinator David 
Dress. 

That's a lot of number 
crunching and tax code deci¬ 
phering to swallow in one 


week. Dress said, and the 
course is capped by a 90-ques- 
tion test. But, in the two years 
that the tax service has been 
offered, no one has flunked 
out, he said. 

"We didn't lose a soul once 
the class started." he said. 'The 
first thing we tell people is 'Get 
ready for 40 hours of tax train¬ 
ing,' I figure if they stay 
th rough the class, they're com- 
milled," 

With only one exception, the 
13 volunteers working in 
Rutland County are over the 
age of 50 and most are senior 
citizens themselves.

David Wood, 71, said he'd 
done his own taxes long 
enough and he decided he 
should help others with |heirs. 

“I thought it would be a good 
Chance to learn a little bit more 
and help people," he said. 
One of the things he Learned 
Wednesday — his first day on 
the job — was that he had it 
easy filing his own tax returns. 

“Doing other people s taxes 
is a lot more difficult,” he said- 
Fortunately, he said the train¬ 
ing course prepared him for 
just about every contingency. 

"They provided situations 
and exercises for scenarios that 
you would probably never come 
into contact with," he said. 

Julie Cooper, bb, of Rutland, 
said she volunteered because 
she enjoys Filing taxes, 

“T always liked taxes and that 
kind of stuff,* said the retired 
school leather. "The first day is 
a little scary because you don t 
want to get anything wrong, hul 
it's nni that difficult," 

Dress agreed, adding that vol¬ 
unteers try to double check one 
Other’s work whenever possi¬ 


ble to ensure accuracy. 

*We do every thing we can to 
minimize mistakes, hut they 
might happen," he said, 

l ast year he was notified 
about four mistakes among the 
250 tax returns that the volun¬ 
teers filed. 

But Dress, and some of the 
seniors he served Wednesday, 
said there is bound to be a mar¬ 
gin of error wherever taxes arc 
filed. 

"Someone said to me ihat 
they didn’t want to go to these 
people. They wanted to go to 
someone that knows what 
Lhcy’re doing," said 74-ycar-old 
Bea Noble. "I said ’Hey, (the 
volunteers) weren't lifted off 
the street. They know what 
they're doing. * 1 We senior citi¬ 
zens need all the help we can 
get" 

In addition to senior citizens, 
the lax service is available lo 
people who earn low and mod¬ 
erate incomes, Dress said, 
adding that preference is given 
to senior citizens. 

The service is available by 
appointment only, and people 
are asked to bring their tax 
forms, Social Security state¬ 


ments, receipts or checks for 
itemizing, a copy of their tax 
return for the previous year, 
their W-2 forms, lown tax bill, 
pension statements, prebate let¬ 
ters, unemployment compen¬ 
sation statements, annuity state¬ 
ments and their phone bill. 

The service is available at the 
Godnick Center Monday 
through Thursday, the 
Wallingford town clerk's office 


on Wednesday, and the 
Casdeton Homestead on days 
which have yet to be deter¬ 
mined.

Greener grass 

Recreation and Parks Department veteran calls it a career

I n a perfect ending. Bill Reardon 
would cut the grass at Main Street 
Park one Iasi timr. He'd make sure 
it was neatly irimmed and raked, then 
jump in his truck and head off into the 
sunset, conicni 
that he had done 
his job well one 
last time. 

But Reardon's 
last day on the job 
won't follow that 
script. lit will t|ui- 
etly slip away 
today, in the dead 
of winter after 43 
years with the Rutland Recreation and 
Parks Department. He'll pass out a few 


Valentine’s Day cards, sav his good¬ 
byes and shy away from any fanfare. 

"Pm just a guy who tried to do my 
job," said Reardon, 65. "l ie thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed it... and like I said, it's 
flown by. Here I was IK, and now I’m 
going on 66,” 

Reardon is an institution in Rutland. 
As a young man, he attained near leg- 
eridary status at the old Rutland swim¬ 
ming pool — where the kids idolized 
him and chanted for him to dive off 
the high tower at the east end. 

He was the man four decades of 
Midget Leaguers and soft ball players 
could thank lor ihc upkeep of the 
playing fields. l,ong before the 
Rutland Garden (Hub was formed, he 
was tending the flower beds downtown 
— planting and watering. 

If you didn't recognize him buying 


around in the recreation department's 
blue truck, surely you’d know- him as 
one of the guys working the first-down 
chains at Rutland High School loo.hall 
games for 30 years. 

Belly Mumford, a friend and co- 
worker at the recreation department 
for 38 years, can hardly believe the guy 
they once called "Wild Bill” won't 
report for work next Monday. 

*TII miss him a lot," Mumfbrd said. 

“We were a small staff producing a 
lot with very little," she said of her 
early days in ihe department. "Rill 
really went above and beyond. He'd 
water the flowers at Depot Park and 
City Hall before 6a.m. and again late 
at night because they were dry and it 
needed to lie done. He'd never pm in

any rime for it- He had a persona! 
pride timi he carried over into die 
job. Thai’s what I remember best 
about Bill." 

The son of a local dentist, 
Reardon graduated from Mount 
St, Joseph Academy and wanted 
nothing more than to go to work. 
Rut his father tried to steer him 
toward a profession and college, 
After Reardon had a lcss-than- 
exemplary y ear at 1 thaca Col lege, 
hisfadiergnidginglyallowrti him 
to enter the work force. 

He landed at the old Rutland 
swimming pool on North Main 
Street. Then-Rutland Recreation 
and Parks Department superin¬ 
tendent John Cioffredi hired him 
as head lifeguard. He was there 
for four yeai* and few who went 
to the pool during the late ’50s 
and early '60s will forget the ath¬ 
letic, ruggedly handsome life¬ 
guard with the great tan, and 
those wacky water carnivals he 
supervised. 

“That pool was unique," 
Reardon said of the Depression- 
cra pool built by the Works 
Progress Administra rion. "It was 
the freshest water in town because 
the stale water kept running out." 

In a bold move, Cioffredi 
decided to make Reardon the 
head of maintenance. Reardon 
accepted 

"John Cioffredi took a chance 
on him," Mum ford said, “They 
called him ‘Wild Bill,’ but John 
treated hint like a son. He sent 
him to seminars and workshops, 


and Bill learned on the job. Bill 

really grew up with the depart¬ 
ment," 

in those days, an old red 
International pickup truck, a 
Toro professional lawn mower 
and a Gravely tractor comprised 
the recreation department's fleet. 
Emile "Gabby Ke&sop was 
Reardon .s right-hand man and 
four part-timers, mostly college 
kids, helped out during the sum¬ 
mer months, , 

There were playgrounds, parks 
and fields spread across the city 
to care for and grass Eo be cut at 
St. Peter s Field — as well as ai the 
College of St. Joseph, as a trade¬ 
off for the city s use of its fields. 

Reardon tended skating rinks 
at die White, Rotary and Meadow 
Street playgrou nds In th c wi n ter. 

Early on, Reardon learned a 
valuable lesson that he has passed 
along. 

One day, lie was dropped off at 
Main Street Park to mow and told 
to be finished in three hours. 
Reardon went right to work, fin¬ 
ished early and decided to take 
a nap. Goflrcdj found him asleep 
on the trailer Miffed, Ciofiredi 
asked Reardon to explain him¬ 
self, Reardon said he had fin¬ 
ished and had nothing to do, so 
he took a snooze. 

Ciofiredi told him in no uncer¬ 
tain terms that steeping on the 
job was forbidden. He instructed 
Reardon to find something to do 
or just look busy, but never let 
the public see him doing nothing: 
taxpayers were paying Iris salarv 
and it made the department look 
had, 

Reardon never forgot it, 

*1 grew up with this depart¬ 


ment; it's Itkc a famity to me,” 
Reardon said, "If 1 could do any¬ 
thing for it, 1 do it even if I had 
to do it myself. I've taken a lot of 
pride in what 1 do. 

"Pride is the thing that has 
kept me going; pride in [he 
department, pride in the workers 
and pride in what 1 can get done 
for tlve department.’' 

It's those values that have 
impressed the people who have 
worked wiili him over die years, 
h’s why college students return 
and full-timers follow Reardon's 
instructions to the letter 
“ft’s his work ethic. It's some¬ 
thing he taught me," said Stephen 
Canney, who has served 18 years 
on Reardons staff. "Those are 
the dungs, that will cany his legacy 
on . The old-fashioned school way 
Come in every' single day and give 
it your ail. All through my life. 
Bill s the one who stuck by me.... 
He's been a real positive inlln- 
rnte in mV life. 1 ’ 

Whether he is cutting the lawn 
ai the God nick Adult Center or 
taking care of one of the playing 
fields after a rain shower, Reardon 
has stuck by his principles and 
followed the same axiom. 

"It's the way John Cioffredi 
taught me: Do it right the first 
t ime and you don’t have to worry 
about the second time,” said 
Reardon. “Respect the public, 
respect die taxpayer and you set 
your guidelines for what you warn 
your people to do," 

In addition to taking pride in 
his work, ii is the relationships 
he's formed over the years that are 
important to Reardon. 

“Usually I get the college kids 
for four years because they are 


working their wav through 

school, said Reardon, 'They are 
one of the things that have kept 
me here so long, I really enjoy 
haring them come back. You can 
sit down and talk lo them. You 
can get on their level, But you 
have to know when to cut it off. 
I’ve never had a problem with 
those kids at all.' 

Reardon believed in getting to 
know his workers, and learning 
their personalities, strengths and 
weaknesses. He would use that 
knowledge to fit a particular 
worker to a specific job. It’s a 
tradeoff to Reardon, who claims 
to be a humble card player, but 
learned the fine points of the 
game "45" by watching his young 
charges play during lunch hour. 

He tells a story about how he 
and his wife. Bey, regularly visited 
another couple for a card game . 
Typically, Bev and the hosts tol¬ 
erated Reardon’s poor play: But 
one day, Reardon impressed them 
all with his newfound skill, 

“It’sjust something I picked up 
from the kids,” Reardon said. 
laughing. 

There's a certain reverence that 
creeps into Reardon's tone when 
he sj>eaks of raring for the city’s 
recreation fields. Fields need fer¬ 
tilization, aeration and rest, he 
explained. But Reardon also 
understands that those fields are 
used constantly, pointing out the 
number of softball teams, a bur¬ 
geoning soccer program and die 
growing sport of lacrosse on the 
horizon. 

The usage creates endless work. 
In die summer, Reardon and his 
staff of six part-time workers and 
four full-timers must mow almost

A musical education group 
from i he West Coast is trying to 
gel more Rutland teachers strum- 
ming in their classrooms. 

Guitars in the Classroom, a 
nonprofit organization started in 
Santa Cruz f Calif-, is offering a 
free series of guitar lessons this 


spring. The classes are open to 
any Rutland County teacher, 
regardless of whether they own a 
guitar Or have ever played one 
before. 

In five weeks of training, the 
program aims to bring teachers 
to the point where they can lead

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Man denies 


new charges

A KH'car-old Ira man already charged with two 
counts of sexual assaul t was arraigned Monday on 
four more sex charges. 

Justin Canales pleaded innocent in Rutland 
District Court to the new sexual assault charges ant* 
was released on conditions, including that he not 
contact the alleged victims and that he stay avay 
From girls under age 16. 

Two of the latest charges involve a 14-yeif-old 
girl in October 2001 , and the other two new counts 
involve a 13-yeaix>ld gi ri injuly 2000 and sometime 
between September and October 2007 r accord¬ 
ing to Vermont State Police. 

Both cases were a result of recent investigations 
by Social and Rehabilitative Service; 

Canales was charged earlier thit year in two 
other sexual assault cases involving two different 
14-yearold girls around the same time as the most 
recent charges allege. He has alsj pleaded in no* 
cent to those charges. 

He faces up to 2 d years on each of the six pend¬ 
ing sexual assault offenses. 

Tn the latest cases, the ISycar-old girl, now 16, 
told investigators that she had bee]; dating Canales 
and they had sex several times, Including once in 
a dugout at Giorgetti Park, according to court 
records. 

"She further advised that she had two glasses of 
vodka and orange juice that evening and that she 
was a little buzzed from the alcohol and that had 
clouded her judgment a bit, 1 ’ Trooper Samuel 
Capogroxsi wrote in an affidavit. 

In the other new caves, the 14-year-old, who is 
now 15, said she had sex with Canales twice, includ¬ 
ing once in die grass at Giorgetti Park and mother 
time at a home in Shrewsbury, according to court 
records. 

She also told investigators that she met Canales 
at a party, Clapckgiossi wrote in the affidavit, 
QmtortAlm j.

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Mayor’s budget proposal up 3 percent

Hours sftcr the final figures 
were set Monday, Rutland Mayor 
John Cassarino presented his pro 
posed $17,9 million budget to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

“Preparation of tlic budget this 
year was particularly challenging 
because of low growth in the 


grand list and with the 85-ccnt 
charier limit." Cassarino told 
board members, who were talking 
their first look at his 42-page pro¬ 
posal. 

The mayor said the total 
budget, which includes the city's 
general, streets and water and 
sewer funds, would increase 
about 3 percent over last year s 


budget nf $17,2 million. 

About half of that increase 
would come from the general 
fund which would increase from 
$12,3 million to $12.5 million — 
up about 1 Vi percent. 

The proposed budget isn't 
nearly as bold as the speriding 
plan the board approved last year, 
that budget was up about $1 mil¬ 


lion or 6 percent. 

Cassarinn’s budget includes 
two new positions — a $27,000 
request for a full-time ftrefighter 
and a $25,000 request for a full¬ 
time police dispatcher. 

The firefighting position rep¬ 
resents the third and final fire¬ 
fighter that the mayor promised 
he would hire over a three-year 


period. Cassarino agreed to hire 
additional firefighters after five of 
the department's members chose 
early retirement in 2000. The 
mayor had offered early retire* 
tnent to city employees to curb 
city spendiug- 

Tbe new dispatcher would also

fill a position that Cassarino cut 
in 2000. 

Other factors that Cassarino 
said increased the budget this 
year include a 12<ent increase in 
gas prices, a 3.2 percent cost of 
bring increase for Department 
or Public Works employees, and 
a 3 percent increase for police 
and non-union employees. 

No salary increase was included 
for city firefighters, who are still 
negotiating a new corttrael- 

Cassari.no said ballot items for 
local agencies such as the 
Paramount Theatre, BROC and 
a number of others also increased 
this year by $35,000, for a total of 
$343,621. 

Those increases, coupled with 
the slow growth of the grand list, 
has pushed the city closer to its 
B5cent general fund tax limit 


than Cassarino would like. This 
year, the general fund tax rate 
was set at just over S3 cents. 

Prior to the board s meeting, 
Cassarino and city attorney 
Christopher Sullivan said the city 
had struggled to cut spending 
without cutting positions. 

While they succeeded this year, 
Cassarino said, he couldn’t make 
any promises for next year. 

“Some tiling must be done for 
the future or cuts in personnel 
may become necessary, 41 he told 
the hoard. 

Dnring the last week, Cassarino 
said he worked with the city treas¬ 
urer and city attorneys to trim 
$600,000 in departmental 

requests 

Requests for a $100,000 street 
sweeper were scratched along 
with requests from the 
Recreation Department for a 
$30,000 van, the Polite 


Department for a new cruiser 
and the Department of Public 
Works for an $65,000 dump 

truck, 

Cassarino said he also saved 
the city money by switching to a 
new health plan. 

Starting Jan, 1, 2004, alt city 
employees will be covered by 
Vermont Health Partnership, a 

lan provided by Blue Cross and 

I ue Shield. 

Treasurer Ron Graves said the 
switch would save the city about 
$U>0,000 this year. 

The board didn't discuss 
Cassarino r s proposal on Monday, 
but they’ have all month to look 
die budget over before the July 
1 deadline for approval. The 
board has the power to make cuts 
to die mayor 1 * budget, but can't 
add spending.

Afte r thren weeks or review, the 
Rutland Board <jf Aldermen is 
poised lo pass Mayor John Cas- 
sarino’s $17.9 million budgei as 
it stands. 

Cassarino said the proposed 
spending plan — up 3 percent 
over last year's $17.3 million 
budget - was as dose to being 


level-funded as he could make 
it. About half of the increase 
would come from the general 
fund, which would rise from 
$12.3 million to $12-5 million, 
up about I'A percent. 

Board members who disserted 
die spending plan in various com- 
mittecs seemed to agree Wednes¬ 
day. Several members said the 
budget would probably pass with-

The tHKind finished its review 
Thursday night when the Finance 
and Public Safety committees 
took a look at die numbers. 

They didn’t make any changes 
either, but they did note some 
changes in the numbers From 
last year. 

One alteration that stuck out 
was a $3,000 cut that eradicated 
a line item for Rutland First 
Night. The city has made an 
annual contribution to the down¬ 
town event for years, but City 
Treasurer Ron Graves said the 
mayor decided to scratch the 
item because of some commu¬ 
nication problems with the 
organization, 

*They didn't have their act 
together last year and they came 
in late asking for money," Graves 
said at the meeting. “There was 
sonic consternation over that, i 
think.” 

.Alderman David Allaire came 
to the defense of First Night, 
pointing out that the organiza¬ 
tion had gone through some 
changes in leadership, including 
a newdi rector. 

But Graves replied that the 
mayor wasn't closing the door 
on the group. 

"[ think tliis is John's way or 
saying 'Come in and talk to us, 11 " 
the treasurer said. 

Some of the budgets did re¬ 
ceive modest increases, such as the 
police budget, which increased 
$68,000 to $2,9 million. 

But during the Public Safety 
Committee’s review of that bud¬ 
get Wednesday, Police Chief 
Anthony Boast said his original 
requests were much higher. 

“He (Cassarino) took $51,000 
out the first time we met,’’ Bossi 
told members. “He look another 
$37,000 out the next time." 

Despite the cuts, Bossi said he 
would still have money to fill a dis¬ 
patcher position and would be 
able to assign a permanent patrol 
officer to walk die downtown beat 
Currently, a variety of officers 
work overtime to walk that beat. 

The Fire Department's budget 
would actually decrease by 
$ 14,552 — even with die addition 
of a new tire fighter. 

Fire Chief Robert Schlachter 
told committee members that his 
department wouldn’t have to pay 
$53,000 for early retirements —- 


an expense the department has 
carried since five firefighters ac¬ 
cepted early retirement in 20110. 

The board will vote on the bud¬ 
get at 6:30 p.m. Monday in the 
aldermen's chamber at Oty Hall 
While board members all 
seemed to agree that a level- 
funded budget was a necessary 
evil, some members have been 
talking about developing new 
funding sources to maintain and 
replace city vehicles, equipment* 
buildings and parks. 

Board President Sharon Davis 
said in an interview that die city 
didn't have enough money in its 
general fund to keep up with die 
wear and iear on cily properties. 

During a recent Recreation 
Committee meeting, members 
talked about the deteriorating 
condition of some of die city-Sparks 
-— most notably Rotary Park- 
That park has needed help for 
yean, Davis said, hut money has- 
n't been available in die general 
fund to make improvements. 

*At the 85 cent limit, we're not 
going to he able to do it this year, 
or next year or the vear after 
that,” she said, referring to die 
municipal tax rate that is capped 
by the city charier. “We re lucky 
to be able to maintain the serv¬ 
ices we have at 85 cents." 

Some city departments — most 
notably Public Works — have also 
had to make do with aging equip¬ 
ment and vehicles. Must of the 
funds in the city's equipment 
replacement fund have been 
used to buy vehicles needed by 
the police, 

Davis said some of the ideas 
tossed around at the committee 
meeting Wednesday included the 
prospect of creating new equip¬ 
ment and capital improvement 
funds that would be separate 
from die 85 cent limit imposed 
on the general fund. 

Such funds would allow the 
city to save money over time to 
pay for improvements and would 
eliminate the need to bond for 
projects, which she said ulti¬ 
mately cost the city more. 

Voters would need to approve 
any new funds, she said. 

“We're ready just brainstorm¬ 
ing right now, hut we need to 
look at how we maintain city 
buildings and parks so they don't 
deteriorate to the point where 
they’ re unable to he used forpulj- 
lic use, 1 " she said.

MENDON — Town officials will 
soon survey residents to learn what 
sort of future they envision for 
Mendon. 

In a joint project called Mendon 
2015 T the town Planning Commission 
and Select Board intend to send reg¬ 
istered voters 13-page surveys with 
questions regarding zoning, recre¬ 
ation and their general satisfaction 
with town government. 

The 500 surveys will go into the 
mail early next week, according to 
Select Board Chairman Barry Isaacs. 

The two boards decided it was an 
appropriate time to survey voters, in 
part because of several large issues 
sitting just over horizon for Mendon, 
according to Isaacs. Sunn results will 
help town officials make decisions on 
how to manage the Route 4 corridor 
and whether to support the proposed 
Rutland recreation center, among 
other issues. 

The surveys should also help tailor 
municipal government services and 
spending to suit residents, he said,
